AFTER ALL-NIGHT GRILLING HE 
SAID HE PUT ARSENIC IN

south of here, confessed today to th e 
poisoning of his wife and WH ford 
Sweetin, authorities announced. 
After an ail-night grilling Hig ht 
adm itted placing arsenic in his wife’s 
coffee. 
Later he adm itted poisoning 
the w ater which lie gave to Sweetin 
while he was ill. 
Rev. Hight, circuit rid e r pastor of j 
th e Methodist Episcopal church 
for 
Ina and five s u rro u n d in g towns, said 
he wanted to put hi# wife “ out of h er 
sufferings” and gave poison to Swee­ 
tin for the same reason. 
He continued to deny that there 
was an y t h in g between himself and 
his victim's pretty widow. 
He claimed to be temporarily out 
of his mind at the time. 
Coroner J e sH Reece, who started 
the investigation following the death 
of Mrs. H ight September 
12, 
late 
Sunday received a telegram from Dr. 
VV. I). McNally, Chicago, an n o u n c in g 
t h a t arsenic had been found in th e 
o rgans of th e

Sweetin, who died July 28.

Ina and five surrounding towns, said 
he wanted to put his wife “out of her 
sufferings” and gave poison to Swee­ 
tin for the same reason. 
He continued to deny that there 
w’as anything between himself and 
his victim’s pretty widow. 
He claimed to be temporarily out 
of his mind at the time. 
Coroner Jess Reece, who started 
the investigation following the death 
of Mrs. Hight September 
12,

Sunday received a telegram from Dr. 
W. I). McNally, Chicago, announcing 
that arsenic had been found in the

Sweetin, who died July 28. 
McNal­ 
ly earlier had reported discovery of 
arsenic in the viscera of Mrs. Hight.

time are as gratifying, as poor flow­ 
ers for years are disappointing. 
As 
you a r e p lanting for years, take time 
and trouble to do it th oroughly one*. 
It is not at all necessary to m ake 
extra preparation for peonies. 
We 
tell you how, so you may have the 
ex t ra pleasure if you want it. 
It 
depends on how much of a fancier 
you are. 
Peonies are gross feeders, 
so there s houbl be substance to the 
soil, 
lf you have light, thin, sandy 
soil, it m ight perhaps be cheaper and 
better to just take the sandy soil 
right out and replace it two feet dee,) 
with good heavy soil, th a n to try to 
enrich the sand by adding humus.

Preparing- Ground and Planting 


W he the r your soil 
is 
heavy 
or 
light, it must have good drain ag e— 
that is, w ater must not stand so as 
to keep the soil wet 
wetness and 
fresh m an u re are poison to peony 
roots. 
Any old place, that will do 
for other flowers, will do for peonies. 
B ut 
in 
preparing 
soil 
for 
peony 
plant i ng, bear in mind t h a t you are 
about to plant for a lifetime, and 
that fine flowers every year for a life­ 
time are as gratifying, as poor flow­ 
ers for years are disappointing. 
As 
you are planting for years, take time 
and trouble1 to do it thoroughly once. 
It is not at all necessary to make 
extra preparation for peonies. 
We 
tell you how, so you may have the 
extra pleasure if you want it. 
It 
depends on how much of a fancier 
you are. 
Peonies are gross feeders, 
so there should be substance to the 
soil. 
If you have light, thin, sandy 
soil, it m ight perhaps be cheaper and 
better to just take the sandy soil 
right out and replace it two feet dee,) 
with good heavy soil, tha n to try to 
enrich the sand by adding humus. 
But 
if you are going to bring up a 
sandy soil bear in mind the proportions 
used by greenhouse men, in makin g 
their soil for pots. etc.— two 
(2) 
parts black soil or rotted sod— one 
( I ) part sand and one part hupius or 
rotten leaves and some finely ground 
bonemeal, etc. 
A fair body of clay helps sandy 
soil if mixed in. If you have a heavy 
soil we will suppose you have a clay 
subsoil and th a t it it tile underdrai,n- 
ed. A good way is to spade into your 
soil a reasonable am ount of th o r­ 
oughly rotted old m a n u re or barn 
yard soil or bonemeal 
Do not over­ 
do it. 
A better way is spade the 
fertilizer, of whatever nature, very 
deeply into the soil which you can 
do by th row ing the spaded soil wrell 
back in front of the spader and k e e l ­ 
ing a deep ditch or furrow' always 
open while spading. 
A best way is 
to spade 
fully 
two 
feet 
deep 
bv 
th row ing one foot deep of soil right 
out and then spade a liberal quantity 
of m anure into the bottom foot of 
subsoil. 
Then replace the top foot 
of soil and spade in a liberal quantity 
of bonemeal th roughout the top foot 
of depth. 
This will give you a plai t 
bed thoroughly spaded and fertilized 
two feet deep. 
The young peonies 
will sta rt nicely in the bonemeal soil 
and by the time the roots reach down 
into the subsoil the fertilizer then 
will have become well decomposed 
and incorporated. 
Having prepare! 
your soil, plant the divisions so the 
top or eyes will 
be between 
two 
inches and three inches below the 
level of the soil. 
Don’t plant the roots flat like ca n­ 
na roots, but stand them up if not 
too long. 
A straw or leaf mule h 
over the first winter to present the* 
frost from heaving them out will be 
a good 
thing. 
Peonies should 
be 
about three feet or a little morn 
a p a rt each way. 
Peonies do not d< 
well 
when 
planted 
where 
peonies 
have grown before, but if wanted in 
the same place the old soil can be 
removed and fresh soil filled in its 
place— wood ash es are often recom­ 
mended for fertilizing peonies and of 
course it is mainly for the potash ?n 
the ashes. 
Lime and potash is a 
good dressing for Pall. 
Lime is good 
for acid soil made so by continual a p ­ 
plications of manure. 
Heavy chiv 
soils are seldom deficient in potash. 
"When planted in heavy or clay soil, 
peonies usually have noticeably deep­ 
er and stronger coloring 
th an

sandy soil. 
The Spring of 1921 I had about 
two acres of land

I bought five hundred 
dollars worth of fresh cattle m anure 
and put it on about four inches deep.

By 
preparing land pix months in advance 
of planting, fresh m a nure can be use I 
nicely if old cannot be obtained. 
When all is* said and done my own 
belief and practice is th a t soil that 
is put in the condition of a good 
rich garden soil is the best for peon­ 
ies, and if the soil is a clay soil or 
mixed with clay it is much better. 
If I were to put the whole m a tter 
into one sentence, I would say put 
your 
fertilizer all 
in 
the subsoil, 
thoroughly mixed with the soil about 
two feet below the surface. 
This also should be borne in mind 
t h a t it is not necessary to fertilize 
peonies 
continually. 
If 
you 
have 
once made the soif as rich 
as 
it 
should be for a good garden and in 
the same condition, you can 
then 
plant your roots and leave the soil 
alone. 
After the roots have 
been 
planted, thorough and careful c u l ­ 
tivation 
will do them much 
more 
good than further frequent fertiliz­ 
ing.

ing. 
Cultivation tis suggested is as 


advisable fur peonies or other flow­ 


ers as it is for potatoes or corn. 
When you are planting, be sure 
not to omit the most important of 
all— be sure to label your plants •<> 
you will know in years to come what 
varieties you have. 
Very few' peo­ 
ple know w hat they already have and 
so they lose much of the interest in 
trying for finer flowers. 
Label th* 
varieties plainly and securely, so the 
labels will

of varieties*, and then put the paper
